The ruling of the workmen's* com- 


pensation bureau, requiring thresher- 
men to take out liability insurance, 
hab been reversed. 
Under the new 


lulmg threshing is classed as agri- 
cultural service and is therefore ex- 
empt from the compulsory provisions 
of the act 
This announcement is contained in 


a letter sent out to the threshermen 
of the state by the buieau as fol- 
lows: 
"At the time the workmen's com- 


pensation 
bureau made the ruling 


that all threaheimen (except farm- 
erb threshing their own gram) must 
come under the workmen's compen- 
sation fund and pay premiums for 
all woikmen employed by them, the 
bureau was in some doubt 
as 
to 


whether the service of men employed 
on threshing rigs was not 'agricul- 
tural service' and therefore optional 
under the law. 
Therefore, the bu- 


leau referred th matter to its attor- 
neys for an opinion which has been 
icceived today. 


Attorneys Give Report 


"The attorneys report that after 


an e\haustive investigation on com- 
pensation legislation in general and 
an 
investigation of the legislative 


history of the law in this state, they 
have arrived at the conclusion that 
it was not the intention of the legis- 
lature to include threshing under the- 
compulsory 
teatures 
of 
the 
law 


That is was the intention of the 
legislature that 
men employed in 


threshing be considered in 'agricul- 
tural service and finally that men 
employed 
in threshing

doubtedly be held by the courts to 
lie employed in 'agricultural service '

He de- 
clared he intends to make the Juvenile 
laboratory available to the mothers of 
Denver so they cuu obtain the three 
ages of their children and use this In- 
formation ill providing against India- 
cretiuu and possible criminality. 


Au appropriation has been granted 


for the conduct of the proposed lab- 
oratory and the judge Is seeking to 
obtain the services of expeit psychol- 
ogists to take charge of the vvork. 


The judge describes In this tashion 


how the department already has aid- 
ed one mother: 


"A mother cauie to me the other 


day and complained that she hud a 
daughter of nineteen who gave her no 
trouble and a daughter of nfteeu Who 
desired social privileges that no moth- 
er could give a girl of her age. I told 
Jier that her fifteen-year-old daughter 
\vas nineteen biologically and had all 
the Impulses and emotions of the old- 
er girl without any of the good judg- 
ment that comes with later years.
